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Introduction 


North  Carolina  Central  LIni\ersity  stands  here  as  a  beacon  of  hope  and 
aspiration  to  the  masses  of  perpetually  oppressed  people  had  it  not 
been  for  the  enlightened  vision  of  Dr.  James  E.  Shepard.  His  quest 
was  to  place  a  liberal  education  into  the  consciousness  and  reality  of 
his  fellow  Black  citizens,  and  this  effort  was  an  uphill  struggle.  His 
visionary  journey  cannot  be  easily  imagined,  but  his  accomplishments 
remain  legendary  in  our  sights,  and  in  the  sights  of  those  who  have 
come  before  us  earnestly  endowed.  His  achievements  were  gallant,  his 
convictions  unmatched,  and  his  dream  realized.  Amidst  a  climate  of 
racial  hatred,  he  persevered.  He  was  willing  to  work  tirelessly  so  that 
Black  men  and  women  of  this  nation,  in  spite  of  those  who  were  set 
to  trod  upon  us  with  impunity,  could  themselves  find  some  dignity  in 
education.  And  that  he  did. 

When  oppression  and  desperation  formed  the  daily  experience  of  the 
downtrodden  Black  citizenry  of  this  America  prior  to  1910. 
Dr.  Shepard  sought  to  bring  his  entire  community  out  of  the 
debilitating  morass  of  mis-education  into  a  glorious  beginning  of 
self-indemnification  and  hope,  and  permanence.  But  strong  forces  of 
hatred  and  injustice  were  not  so  strong  as  to  daunt  his  convictions,  and 
when  his  aspirations  were  realized,  he  did  not  rest  upon  his  laurels  but 
tirelessly  worked  until  his  breath  was  exhausted  by  fate. 

Dr.  Shepard  was  a  pioneer  who  looked  over  high  mountains  and  low 
valleys  to  see  a  future  for  his  people  that  certainly  many  naysayers 
thought  impossible.    Even  before  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King.  Jr.. 
Dr.  James  Edward  Shepard  had  a  dream  bolstered  by  divine  providence 
that  would  not  accept  denial.   Upon  these  rolling  mounds  where  refuse 
once  stood  heaped  high.  Dr.  Shepard  saw  a  veritable  paradise  for  the 
mental  emancipation  of  his  people.  We  are  the  recipients  of  his 
devotion. 

In  this  centennial,  historical  edition  of  this  2009-2010  yearbook,  we 
will  traverse  Dr.  Shepard "s  legacy  through  poignant  anecdotes  and 
images,  both  old  and  new.    The  strength  and  heights  of  his  remarkable 
accomplishments,  initiated  by  the  esteemed  audacity  of  his  strength, 
are  passed  to  every  Eagle  who  comes  this  way.    None  of  us  would  be 
reading  these  lines  and  viewing  these  images  that  define  his  soul  had  it 
not  been  for  his  love  and  determination. 

So  let  us  mark  this  Centennial  Celebration  with  the  gusto  and  dignity 
reminiscent  of  Dr.  Shepard's  grand  vision.  Come  along,  and  join  us  in 
celebrating  these  one  hundred  years  of  success.

[     tion  and  as  the  dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  Dr  Elder  retired 

'     from  the  presidency  of  North  Carolina  College  at  Durham  on  September  1 .

Dr.  Samuel  P.  Massie  was  elected  third 
president  of  North  Carolina  College  at  Durham  on  August  9,  1963. 
He  had  previously  served  as  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Chemis- 
try at  Langston  University,  Fisk  University,  and 
Howard  University  (Pharmaceutical  Chemistry).  Dr.  Massie  re- 
signed from  the  presidency  of  North  Carolina  College  on  February 
1,  1966.  Dr.  Samuel  Massie  became  the  first  African-American  pro- 
fessor for  the  U.S.  Naval  Academy.

Dr.  Albert  N.  Whiting  became  the  fourth 

president  of  North  Carolina  College  on  July  1,  1967.  Prior  to  be- 
coming chancellor.  Dr.  Whiting  served  as  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of 
Morgan  State  College.  During  Dr.  Whiting's  chancellorship,  North 
Carolina  College  at  Durham  became  North  Carolina  Central  Uni- 
versity. Dr.  Whiting  retired  June  30,  1983.

Dr.  Leroy  T.  Walker  became  the  fifth  chancellor  of  North  Carolina 
Central  University  in  1983.  Dr.  Walker  previously  served  as  interim 
chancellor,  chair  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Education  and  Rec- 
reation, and  head  coach  for  NCCU's  track  team. 
Dr.  Walker  served  as  U.S.  head  Track  and  Field  coach  at  the  1976 
Olympic  games.  Dr.  Walker  retired  from  NCCU  in  1986.  Dr.  Le- 
Roy  Walker  became  the  first  African- American  president  of  the 
United  States  Olympic  Committee  on  October  11,  1992.

Dr.  Tyronza  R.  Richmond,  former  dean  of  the  School  of  Business, 
became  the  sixth  chancellor  of  North  Carolina  Central  Univer- 
sity on  July  1,  1986.  Under  Dr.  Richmond's  tenure,  the  School  of 
Education(formally  the  Department  of  Education)  was  created,  and 
the  academic  administration  structure  was  reorganized.  Dr.  Richmond 
resigned  from  the  chancellorship  and  returned  to  the  classroom  in  1991 


Dr.  Donna  J.  Benson  was  appointed  the  interim  chancellor  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1992.  She  became  the  first  female  in  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  System  to  serve  as  chancellor.  Prior  to  becoming  interim 
chancellor,  Benson  served  as  the  associate  vice  president  for  aca- 
demic affairs  for  the  UNC  System.  Dr.  Benson  was  the  interim 
chanceUor  for  one  year. 


Attorney  Julius  Chambers  became  the  eighth  chancellor  of  North 

Carolina  Central  University  on  January  1 ,  1 993 .  Atty.  Cham- 
\      bers  received  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  history  from  North 
m     Carolina  College  at  Durham  in  1958,  and  he  was  the  first 
B     alumnus  to  serve  as  chief  administrator.  Atty.  Chambers 
■     previously  served  as  chief  executive  of  the  NAACP  Legal 
Defense  and  Education  Fund,  and  was  a  distinguished  civil 
/     rights  lawyer  and  educator.  Under  Atty.  Chambers'  admin- 
/      istration,  North  Carolina  Central  University  established  its 
first  endowed  chairs,  raised  SAT  requirements,  raised  spon- 
.,,,       sored  research  dollars  from  $  750,000  to  over  10,000,000,  and 
established  the  Biomedical/Biotechnology  Research  Institute 
which  was  named  the  Julius  L.  Chambers  Biomedical  /Biotechnology  Research 
Institute  in  his  honor.  Atty.  Chambers  resigned  fi-om  the  chancellorship  at  North 
Carolina  Central  University  on  June  30,  2001.

Dr.  James  H.  Ammons  became  the  ninth  chancellor  of  North  Carolina 
Central  University  on  June  1,  2001.  Under  Dr.  Ammons'  tenure,  North 
Carolina  Central  University  reached  an  all-time  high,  and  North  Carolina 
Central  University  became  the  fastest  growing  institution  in  the  Univer- 

,  sity  of  North  Carolina  System  at  that  time.  Prior  to  becoming  chancellor 
at  NCCU,  Dr.  Ammons  served  as  the  provost  and  vice  president  for  Aca- 
demic Affairs  at  Florida  A  &  M  University.  Dr.  James  Ammons  resigned 

from  the  chancellorship  at  North  Carolina  Central  University  in  2007. 


Dr.  Beverly  Washington  Jones  was  appointed  interim  chancellor 
June  16,  2007.  Prior  to  becoming  interim  chancellor,  Dr.  Jones 
served  as  provost  and  vice  chancellor  for  Academic  Affairs, 
dean  of  University  College,  director  of  the  Institute  for  the 
Study  of  Minority  Issues,  and  directed  the  Saturday  Academy, 
an  academic  enrichment  program  for  third  through  fifth  graders. 
In  March  2008  Dr.  Jones  was  named  one  of  the  25  Most  Influ- 
ential Black  Women  in  Business  by  The  Network  Journal,  New 
York  tri-state  area's  premier  business  magazine  for  African- Ameri- 
can professionals.  She  has  published  five  books  and  many  articles.  Dr. 
Jones  was  the  first  African-American  woman  to  earn  a  Ph.D.  in  American  history 
from  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  Dr.  Jones  was  the  Interim  Chancellor  for 
during  the  summer  of  2007.

Topping  the  staff  is  a  ball  with  two  opposing 
carved  reliefs  of  NCCU  founder  James  E.  Shepa- 
rd.  The  mace  bears  the  university  motto,  hexa- 
gon shapes  carved  for  science  and 
technology  and  the  Ghanaian  culture,  "Kra  Pa" 
representing  good  fortune  and  sanctity.

the  Law  Review.  Easley  served  two  terms  as  governor  of  the 
state  of  North  Carolina  from  2001  to  2009. 


ERNIE  BARNES

football  player  from  1960  to  1966.

as  "the  number  one  football  team  in  America.""  In  1969.  he 
accepted  a  job  as  assistant  coach  at  T.C.  Williams  High  in 
Alexandria.

JULIUS  CHAMBERS 

In  1993,  Attorney  Julius  L.  Chambers, 
resigned  the  post  of  director-counsel 
(chief  executive)  tif  the  NAACP  Legal 
Defense  and  Education  Fund  to  become 
the  eighth  chancellor  of  NCCU.  Cham- 
bers, a  distinguished  civil  rights  attorney 
for  over  a  quarter-century,  was  the  first  alumnus  of  NCCU 
to  serve  as  its  chief  administrator.

In  2005,  she  was  recognized  by 
The  Coca-Cola  Company's  legal  depart- 
ment and  received  the  Women's  Venture  Fund's  Highest 
Leaf  Award,  the  Charting  Your  Own  Course  Spirit  Award, 
and  the  Black  Women  Lawyer's  Power  of  One  Award.  She 
received  her  bachelor  of  arts,  magna  cum  laude,  in  1994.

He  was  founder  of  Soul  City  near 
Warrenton.  NC  .  McKissick  was  the 
director  of  the  Congress  of  Racial 
Equality  (CORE).  He  advocated  the 
African-American  movement  and  mobilized  communities 
to  remove  the  basic  causes  of  alienation,  low  self-esteem, 
despair  and  hopelessness. 

BENJAMIN  RUFFIN 
"GOD  of  our  weary  years.  GOD 
of  our  silent  tears.  Thou  Who  has 
hriKight  us  thus  far  on  the  way.  .  . 
(JWJohnson)."  Often  Ben  Ruffin 
\\  ould  eloquently  utter  these  words 
of  the  Negro  National  Anthem  at  the 
beginning  of  speeches  he  gave  at  NCCU  and  across  the 
country.  He  graduated  from  NCCU  with  a  B.S.  degree 
in  1964.  Ruffin  served  as  chairman  of  the  UNC  Board 
of  Governors.  Ben  Ruffin  was  honored  for  many  profes- 
sional achie\ements  before  his  sudden  death  in  2006  .

All-America  citations  before  graduat- 
ing from  NCCU  in  1965  with  a  degree 
m  physical  education.

•  1895-Dr  Shepard,  pharmacist  along  with  Dr.  Aaron  M.  Moore,  William  G.  Pearson,  Dr 
Jesse  A.  Dodson,  pharmacist,  and  Richard  B.  Fitzgerald  organize  a  community  pharmacy  and 
drug  store  for  the  benefit  of  black  citizens  and  to  help  black  druggists  gain  experience  and  ob- 
tain a  business.  In  that  same  year  the  Durham  Drug  Company  is  formed. 

•  1899-Dr  James  E.  Shepard  is  appointed  by  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  to  serve  as 
Deputy  Collector  of  the  United  States  Revenue  Department  in  Raleigh,  NC.  He  served  in  this 
capacity  until  1905. 

•  1909-The  National  Religious  Training  School  and  Chautauqua  For  the  Colored  Race, 
Incorporated,  is  chartered  on  June  30.  The  incorporators  are  Dr  James  E.  Shepard,  John  Mer- 
rick, Dr  Aaron  M.  Moore,  William  G.  Pearson,  Dr  Charles  H.  Shepard,  and  Charles  C. 
Spaulding. 


•  1911-  Honorable  Wendell  P.  Stafford,  Associate  Justice,  U.  D.  Supreme  Court  was  the  first 
commencement  speaker  The  first  commencement  exercise  was  held  on  Thursday  May  25  at 
10:30  A.M.  The  first  three  graduates  received  certificates  from  the  Commercial  Department.  They 
are  Dora  Alston,  Weldon,  N.C.,  Beatrice  Bynum,  Durham,  N.  C,  and  Nellie  Hunter,  Lynchburg,  Va.

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CELEBRATJNG  100  YEARS  OF  TRUTH  AND  SERyfCE 


A  DREAM  REALIZE 
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lrn963  Martin  Luther  King  delivered  his  "I  have  a  Dream"  speech  at  the  Lin- 
coln Memorial.  During  the  many  years  that  followed  the  integration  of  schools, 
the  doors  of  North  Carolina  Central  University  were  opened  to  a  white  majority 
without  incident;  and  it  did  not  necessitate  police  escorts  to  protect  them  from 
protesters  marching  up  and  down  Fayetteville  Street  waving  signs. 

Martin  Luther  King  Jr.'s  dream  that  his  four  little  blacic  children  will  one  day 
live  in  a  nation  where  they  will  not  be  judged  by  the  color  of  their  skin  but  by  the 
content  of  their  character  was  eventually  realized. 

King's  address  to  Nobel  officials,  upon  receiving  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize  in 
December  1 964,  was  recognized  as  the  first  westerner  whose  struggle  for  moral 
equality  could  be  successful  without  resorting  to  violence.  He  stated  that  "Non- 
violence is  the  answer  to  the  crucial  political  and  moral  questions  of  our  time  ... 
[and]  The  foundation  of  such  a  peaceful  protest  is  love  ...  I  have  the  audacity 
to  believe  that  people  everywhere  can  have  three  meals  a  day  for  their  bodies, 
education  and  culture  for  their  minds,  and  dignity,  equality  and  freedom  for  their 
spirits."  King's  plea  for  love  and  tolerance  among  people  from  differing  racial 
perspectives  and  backgrounds  won  out  over  the  stale  legacy  of  indecency  and 
immorality  that  is  part  and  parcel  to  America's  racism,  and  he  showed  that  use  of 
nonviolent  means  to  resolve  conflicts  is  a  bona  fide  and  noble  undertaking. 

As  a  people  and  a  nation,  we  have  dug  a  too-shallow  grave  for  the  perfidious 
corpse  named  Racism.  Now  we  need  fully  to  counteract  the  maliciousness  of 
that  racism  and  nevermore  let  it  persist  to  survive  upon  the  continued  benevo- 
lence of  a  moral  and  ethical  body  of  humanity. 

Recently,  we  pitched  the  fullest  shovel  yet  into  that  moral  abyss  called  Racism 
by  enjoining  our  hopes  and  votes  across  the  ethnical  boundaries  that  were  before 
but  a  legacy  of  villainy,  distrust,  and  oppression;  by  electing  to  the  presidency  of 
the  United  States,  the  honorable  Mr.  Barack  Hussien  Obama,  as  the  glue  that  will 
continue  to  place  our  steps  of  ethnical  unity  into  a  greater  conciliation;  our  souls, 
our  hearts,  and  our  minds  will  fully  rejoice  when  we  completely  bury  the  legacy 
of  discord.

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Did  you  know?    ...  a  few  historical  nuggets  from  1910. 
Here  is  a  glimpse  at  how  we  used  to  look. 


Skincare  in  1910  ...  Most  skincare  creams  were  petroleum  jelly  with  a  little  fra- 
grance. Nivea  Cream  was  formulated  in  Germany.  Acid  peels  became  popular. 


Cutex  offered  the  first  nail  polish  in  10  shades  to  the  public.  The  emery 
board  replaced  metal  nail  files. 


1910  - 1919  ...  Men's  trousers  were  cuffed,  ankle-length  and  creased. 
Ladies'  skirts  rose  from  floor  length  to  the  ankles. 

\Nomen  cut  their  hair  into  the  bob. 

The  fashionable  man  in  1910  wore  a  one  or  three  button  frocl<  coat  or  a  double  breast- 
ed sacl<  coat  with  pant-legs  that  were  22  inches  at  the  bottom.  Shirt  collars  were  high 
and  stiff  and  a  hat  that  coordinated  with  the  outfit  rounded  off  the  lool<. 


1910  -  Women  wore  long  dresses  because  it  was  not  acceptable  for 
women  to  show  their  legs.  Hobble  skirts  were  introduced  and  they 
were  so  narrow  that  women  could  only  hobble  along  while  wearing 
them.

1910  -  Sarah  Breedlove  McWilliams  Walker,  better  known  as 
Madame  C.  J.  Walker,  moved  her  hair  care  factory  and  beauty 
school  to  Indianapolis.  Madame  Walker  was  orphaned  at  age  7, 
married  at  age  14,  became  the  first  African-American  female 
millionaire,  and  revolutionized  hair  care  for  African  Americans.

The  Eagles  finished  their  2009-2010 
season  with  a  record  of  4-7.  For  the 
first  time  the  team  had  the  opportunity 
to  tal<e  on  Dul<e  University.  The  game 
was  titled  "The  Bull  City  Gridiron  Clas- 
sic". It  would  not  be  the  last  time  these 
two  teams  would  meet. 

On  Dec  4,  2009  the  NCCU  and 
Duke  football  teams  took  part  in  the 
Durham  Parks  and  Recreation 
Fifth  Annual  Holiday  Shoebox 
Campaign. 

The  Eagles  also  faced  long  time 
rival  North  Carolina  A&T  dur- 
ing the  season.  The  victory  was 
decided  after  a  second  overtime. 
Unfortunately,  the  Aggies  came 
away  with  the  win. 
Homecoming  was  the  number 
one  highlight  of  the  year  The  Ea- 
gles met  Central  State  in  the  2009 
Homecoming  Game.  They  soared 
passed  Central  State  with  a  53-22 
outcome.  NCCU  maxed  out  with 
a  total  of  492  yards.  Their  running 
game  and  passing  game  each 
gather  a  total  of  246  yards. 
The  final  game  of  the  season  was 
with  Savannah  State.  The  Eagles 
wrapped  up  the  season  with  a 
victory  over  SSU  35-14.  They  fin- 
ished the  game  with  a  total  of  416 
yards.  The  rushing  game  had  183 
yards.  Their  passing  yards  were 
233. 
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The  Eagles  Men's  basketball  team  took  on  a 
number  of  challenges  this  season.  As  NCAA 
Division  I  newcomers,  the  Eagles  ran  a  close  early 
game  against  nationally-ranked  UNC-Chapel  Hill 
in  the  first  meeting  between  the  two  men's  basket- 
ball programs.  The  game,  which  was  part  of  the  2K 
Sports  Classic  benefitting  Coaches  vs.  Cancer,  was 
televised  on  ESPN  on  a  Wednesday  night  in  Chapel 
Hill,  NC.  Eventually,  the  Tar  Heels  pulled  away  for 
an  89-42  victory  over  the  Eagles. 

The  Eagles  team  took  on  its  second  straight 
Atlantic  Coast  Conference  opponent  when  it  trav- 
eled to  south  Florida.  NCCU  came  up  short  in  a 
loss  to  the  University  of  Miami  Hurricanes.  The 
Hurricanes  walked  away  with  a  83-53  win  over  the 
Eagles  in  the  Bank  United  Center. 
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The  Lady  Eagles  have  dominated  their 
opponents  at  McDougald-McLendon  Gym. 
This  season  they  reached  a  7-3  record  at 
home  and  finished  with  a  consecutive  six- 
game  home  winning  streak  in  McDougald 
gym.  The  Eagles  closed  out  the  last  season 
with  a  four-game  winning  streak. 

This  year's  team  was  full  of  athleticism  and 
quickness  in  all  areas.  With  the  addition  of 
six  newcomers,  the  Lady  Eagles  displayed  a 
variety  of  options  in  both  offense  and  de- 
fense positions. 

NCCU's  Lady  Eagles  Head  Coach  Joli 
Robinson  made  history  in  her  14th  season 
at  the  helm  of  the  women's  team.  She  has 
coached  her  team  to  five  20-game  winning 
seasons  and  four  NCAA  playoff  appear- 
ances. On  January  5,  2010,  Coach  Robin- 
son made  history  again  when  she  notched 
her  200th  career  victory  with  a  game  score 
of  67-58  over  her  alma  mater  Winston-Salem 
State  University.  Robinson  has  become  the 
winningest  coach  in  Lady  Eagle's  history        ; 
with  a  207-1 88  record  and  a  .524  winning 
percentage.  She  is  the  first  women's  coach 
NCCU  history  to  hit  the  200-win  plateau. 
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Fifty  games  dotted  the  slate  in  2010  witii  the  NCCU 
baseball  team's  move  to  its  new  home,  historic  Durham  Ath- 
letic Park.  Entering  NCCU's  fourth  season  since  bringing  the 
sport  to  the  campus  in  2006,  the  Eagles  battled  teams  from 
1 1  different  conferences  (Atlantic  Coast  Conference,  Atlantic 
Sun  Conference,  Atlantic  1 0  Conference,  Big  South  Confer- 
ence, Central  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association,  Colonial 
Athletic  Association,  Conference  USA,  Metro  Atlantic  Ath- 
letic Association,  Mid-Eastern  Athletic  Association,  Patriot 
League,  and  Southern  Conference).  NCCU  faced  1 5  teams 
that  won  20  games  or  more  in  2009,  including  two  NCAA 
Tournament  participants  (Georgia  State  and  East  Carolina 
universities). 

NCCU  used  the  newly  renovated  DAP  to  host  21 
home  games,  including  the  2010  Eagle  Baseball  Classic  as 
the  season-opener.  During  this  pre-spring  period  from  Feb- 
ruary 19  to  February  21 ,  the  North  Carolina  Central  University 
baseball  team  played  against  lona  College,  the  U.S.  Naval 
Academy,  and  future  MEAC  opponent  Delaware  State  Uni- 
versity in  round-robin  action. 
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The  Lady  Eagles  softball  team  kicked-off  its  2010  season  on  Wednesday,  Feb. 
17,  by  heading  up  the  road  to  face  North  Carolina  State  University  (2-2)  in  their  season- 
opener  at  the  Curtis  and  Jacqueline  Dai!  Softball  Stadium. 

The  Lady  Eagles  entered  the  game  following  the  cancellation  of  two  doublehead- 
ers  that  they  were  scheduled  to  host  earlier  in  the  season.  Due  to  field  and  weather 
conditions,  those  two  games  were  rescheduled. 

NCCU  finished  the  2009  season  with  a  5-43  record  with  three  of  those  victories 
occurring  at  home.  In  the  2010  season,  the  Eagles  team  includes  eight  returning  play- 
ers, including  six  starters.  The  team  carries  17  student-athletes  during  the  season  with 
three  seniors,  one  junior,  five  sophomores,  and  eight  freshmen. 
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Three  Eagles  enjoyed  double-double 
performances  to  help  North  Carolina  Central 
University  close  out  the  2009  season  with 
a  3-1  victory  over  rival  North  Carolina  A&T 
State  University  inside  McDougald-McLen- 
don  Gym. 

On  Senior  Night,  NCCU  senior  Avaniki 
Campbell  collected  10  kills  and  equaled 
a  career-high  with  1 0  blocks  for  her  third 
double-double  of  the  season  while  adding 
five  digs  and  a  service  ace.  Junior  Shantel 
Moore  recorded  her  fifth  double-double  this 
year  with  a  match-high  16  kills  and  12  digs. 
Fellow  NCCU  junior  Belinda  Behncke-Biney 
tallied  1 4  kills  and  1 3  digs  for  her  fifth  dou- 
ble-double of  the  campaign.  Campbell's  1 0 
blocks  raised  her  season  total  to  129,  which 


ranks  fifth  on  the  school's  single-season 
blocks  list. 

North  Carolina  Central  University 
volleyball  student-athletes  Belinda  Behncke- 
Biney  and  Avaniki  Campbell  added  another 
accolade  to  their  successful  season,  for 
both  were  selected  to  the  NCAA  Division  I 
All-Independent  Volleyball  First  Team  while 
Kiara  Brown  was  All-Independent  Honorable 
Mention. 

The  NCAA  Division  I  All-Independent  First 
Team  is  a  10-member  team  that  is  voted 
on  by  both  coaches  and  sports  information 
directors  from  all  division-one  independent 
volleyball  programs.  The  recognition  of  Hon- 
orable Mention  is  given  to  those  student- 
athletes  who  received  two  or  more  votes  but 
did  not  make  the  top  ten  list.

So  far,  the  highlight  of  the  201 0  year  was  the  7-0  sweep  against  the 
Cobras  of  Coker  College  on  February  6.  That  game  served  as  the  first  win 
|of  the  season.  The  women's  tennis  team  is  set  to  face  Appalachian  State 
Jniversity  and  rival  North  Carolina  A&T  State  University  during  the  season. 
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Junior  transfer  Ormond  Shaw  placed  23rd  to  lead  the  North  Carolina  Cen- 
tral University  golfers  as  the  Eagles  finished  10th  in  the  team  standings  during  the 
two-day  (Nov.  9-10,  2009)  Savannah  State  University  Tiger  Fall  Golf  Invitational  in 
Savannah,  Georgia.  Shaw  shot  an  opening  round  81  (+10)  on  Monday,  and  then 
posted  an  82  (+11)  during  Tuesday's  final  round  to  finish  with  a  163  (+21). 

NCCU  held  the  seventh  position  in  the  team  standings  after  tallying  a  330 
on  the  opening  day  but  dropped  to  10th  place  after  combining  for  a  342  in  the  final 
round.

NCCU  track  and  field  teams  opened  the  2009-10  indoor  season 
with  a  stellar  performance  from  freshman  Ashley  McCoy  and 
junior  Chavaria  Williams  during  the  Christopher  Newport  Holiday 
Open  on  Saturday,  December  5,  2009. 

Another  big  moment  of  the  year  was  when  NCCU  junior  Cha- 
varia Williams  (Miramar,  Florida)  led  the  Eagles  with  two  fourth- 
place  finishes  during  the  two-day  Penn  State  National  (January 
29-30,  2010)  at  the  Ashenfelter  Multi-Sport  Facility  in  University 
Park,  Pa. 

Williams  earned  her  first  fourth-place  finish  in  the  400-meter 
dash  with  a  time  of  56.29  seconds.

Sports  ^  History 


North  Carolina  Central  University's  home  football  stadium  was  an  area 
of  land  covered  with  rocks,  trash  and  brush.  With  the  insight  and  direc- 
tion of  Cadd  O'Kelly,  many  years  later  it  became  the  athletic  field  that 
bears  the  name  O'Kelly-Riddick  Football  Stadium, 

According  to  Kyle  Serba's  historical  notes,  O'Kelly  served  in  a  capacity 
similar  to  a  dean  of  men.  It  was  his  custom  to  assign  male  students  who 
transgressed  the  university's  rules  to  become  involved  in  tasks  related  to 
campus  construction  and  beautification.  The  male  students  who  worked 
on  the  field  called  the  project  O'Kelly's  Field. 
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1938-1939  Men's  Boxing  Team 


North  Carolina  Central  University  has  had  a 
prolific  athletic  history  over  the  last  decade. 
These  moments  have  ranged  from  the  very  first 
NCCU  vs.  Duke  Basketball  game  to  the  strong 
showing  in  the  CIAA.  NCCU  also  developed  a 
strong  history  of  Olympics  appearances;  for  over 
tv\/o  decades  NCCU  had  an  Olympics 
representative. 
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les  at  Their  Historic  Best,  In  1944 


John  McLendon  coached  the  NC  College  vs  Duke 
Navy  Medical  School  in  a  private,  unpublicized, 
no  spectators  allowed  basketball  game.  It  hap- 
pened during  the  Forties  v\/hen  Durham  was  thor- 
oughly segregated. 

Basketball  was  nowhere  nearly  as  popular  at 
Duke  fifty  years  ago  as  it  is  today.  The  best  team 
was  across  town.  Since  coming  to  Durham, 
McLendon  had  transformed  North  Carolina  Col- 
lege into  a  basketball  powerhouse.  The  team 
was  in  the  best  of  shape  and  used  a  dazzling  fast 
break.  It  was  believed  that  the  Eagles  were  the 
best  team  in  the  country. 


The  story  never  got  out  about  the  game  un- 
til many,  many  years  later.  The  major  local 
newspaper  never  found  out  that  the  game  was 
played.   Ellsworth  reveals  that  a  reporter  at 
the  Carolina  Times,  the  Durham  weekly  black 
paper,  caught  wind  of  this  historic  game.    To 
protect  McLendon,  the  reporter  agreed  that  the 
story  wouldn't  be  published.  North  Carolina 
College  and  Duke  Navy  Medical,  two  southern 
teams,  had  played  the  first  racially  integrated 
college  basketball  game,  and  no  one  would 
ever  know.  Ellsworth  acknowledged,  accord- 
ing to  the  official  record  books,  the  game  never 
happened. 


According  to  Scott  Ellsworth  (1982),  who  re- 
searched the  story,  the  final  score:  North  Carolina 
College  88,  Duke  Medical  School  44.  When  the 
game  was  in  progress,  a  few  students  climbed  up 
to  the  outside  windows  and  saw  something  un- 
thinkable in  the  South—  blacks  and  whites  com- 
peting as  equals.

Sam  Jones 

One  of  the  more  famous  figures  in  NCCU  Basketball  his- 
tory has  been  NBA  Hall  of  Famer  Sam  Jones.  During  his 
years  at  Central,  Jones  scored  over  1 ,770  points  under  the 
coaching  of  John  McLendon.  He  was  a  4  year  letter  winner 
and  made  the  3  time  all  conference  team. 

In  the  NBA  he  played  12  seasons  with  the  Boston  Celtics 
along  with  NBA  legend  Bill  Russell.  Jones  was  a  five  time 
all  star  and  is  well  recognized  as  one  of  the  better  shooting 
guards  of  his  time.

Ingrid  Wicker-McCree 

Wicker-McCree  began  her  career  at  NCCU 
as  the  head  coach  for  women's  volleyball  and 
Softball.  She  became  the  first  coach  in  NCCU 
history  to  win  conference  championships  in 
multiple  sports,  capturing  the  school's  first- 
ever  CIAA  titles  in  softball  (1998)  and  volleyball 
(1999,2004,2005). 

Wicker-McCree  was  appointed  NCCU's  Athlet- 
ic Director  in  2008.  She  has  served  in  a  variety 
of  leadership  positions  in  both  conference  and 
national  level  organizations,  most  notably  as 
president  of  the  Central  Intercollegiate  Ath- 
letic Association  (CIAA)  Executive  Board  from 
2004-06,  becoming  only  the  second  woman  to 
ever  hold  that  position  in  the  league's  history. 
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Elisha  Marshall 

Elisha  Marshall  became  the  first  female  to  win  a  national  cham- 
pionship in  North  Carolina  Central  University  history  when  she 
won  the  women's  100-meter  dash  at  the  1998  NCAA  Division  II 
Outdoor  Track  &  Field  Championships  in  Edwardsville,  Illinois.  A 
six-time  All-American,  the  Fayetteville,  N.C.  native  finished  the 
race  in  1 1 .81  seconds  to  earn  recognition  as  the  top  women's 
100m  sprinter  in  the  NCAA  Division  II. 

Marshall  was  inducted  into  the  NCCU  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  in 
2004.  Since  Marshall's  feat,  two  other  Lady  Eagles  have  earned 
the  top  prize  in  collegiate  head-to-head  national  competition, 
Katerina  Glosov  in  2002  and  Jessica  Mills  in  2006. 
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QSEED 


NCCU  acquired  the  Seed  as  a  result  of  the  NC  General  Assembly  ap- 
propriating funds  for  art  in  state  buildings.  Juan  Logan's  stainless  steel 
sculpture,  Seed,  1998,  is  a  highly  abstracted  form  derived  from  mother 
and  child  effigy  figures  found  in  African  art.  The  sculpture  stands  on  the 
grounds  adjacent  to  the  Biomedical/Biotechnology  Research  Institute. 
The  artwork's  dual  form  metaphorically  addresses  the  human  side  of 
biotechnology  while  expressing  the  nurturing  aspect  of  the  university's 
relationship  to  its  students.

The  Statue  of  Dr.  Shepard 

The  life-sized  statue  of  Dr.  James  E.  Shepard  was  created  in  1956  by  William  Zorach,  a 
Lithuanian  sculptor.  It  was  unveiled  in  1 957  and  located  in  front  of  the  Hoey  Administration 
Building.  In  2005,  the  statue  was  removed,  restored,  completely  refurbished  and  reinstalled 
in  2006. 
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Clyde  R.  Hoey  Administration  Building 
Constructed:  1929  . . .  Renovated  1968 


The  Hoey  building  was  named  in  honor  of  Clyde  R.  Hoey,  governor  of  North 
Carolina  from  1937  -  1941.  During  Gov.  Hoey's  administration,  North  Caro- 
lina provided  free  textbooks  to  elementary  schools,  increased  teacher's  pay 
and  offered  the  first  graduate  courses  at  African-American  colleges. 


William  Jones  Building 
Constructed  1937. . .  Annex  Added  1968 
Renovated  1983  and  1995 


The  Jones  building  was  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  William  Jones,  chair  of  the 
interim  committee  appointed  to  lead  North  Carolina  College  at  Durham  af- 
ter President  Samuel  Massie  resigned.  This  building  was  the  College  Library 
from  1937  to1950,  used  by  the  College  of  Library  Science  from  1941  to  1950, 
and  used  by  the  School  of  Law  from  1950  to  1980. 
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Ye  Old  Bell  Tower 

Constructed  at  the  founding  of  the  school 

Reconstructed  and  Rededicated  1989 


The  symbolic  Bell  Tower  dates  back  to  the  original  found- 
ing of  the  school  and  for  decades  signaled  the  start  of 
classes  and  an  athletic  victories.

This  house  was  constructed  for  Dr 
Shepard  with  funds  collected  from  the 
citizens  of  Durham,  and  it  remained  the 
residence  of  Dr.  Shepard  until  his  death 
in  1947.  It  is  the  oldest  building  on  the 
campus  and  is  registered  in  the  Nation- 
al Registry  of  Historic  Places.  The  State 
of  North  Carolina  purchased  the  house 
in  1949  and  it  was  the  residence  of 
presidents/chancellors  until  1974  when 
a  new  home  was  built.

The  "Cafe"  common  among  students  was  named  in  honor  of  William 
Gaston  Pearson,  a  businessman,  educator  and  incorporator  of  the 
National  Religious  Training  School  and  Chautauqua,  and  one  of  the 
original  organizers  of  the  North  Carolina  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company. 
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The  LeRoy  T.  Walker  complex  was  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  LeRoy  T.  Walker,  former  chancellor 
and  chair  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Education  and  Recreation. 


Miller-Morgan  Health  Sciences  Building 
Constructed  1982 


This  building  was  named  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Helen  Miller  and  Dr.  Lucy  Shields  Morgan  for 
their  contributions  to  the  Department  of  Health  Education  and  the  Nursing  Department. 
Mrs.  Miller  served  as  chair  of  the  Nursing  Department  from  1956  to  1977.  Under  her  lead- 
ership, the  nursing  program  grew  from  a  certificate  program  in  public  health  to  a  Bach- 
elor of  Sciences  degree  program.  Dr.  Lucy  Shields  Morgan  served  as  the  first  chair  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  Education,  and  she  wrote  numerous  scholarly  publications. 
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The  Communications  Building  was  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  William  Edward  Farrison  and  IVIs. 
Pauline  Newton  for  their  contributions  to  the  English  Department.  Dr.  Farrison  was  an  au- 
thor and  scholar  who  served  as  the  chair  of  the  English  Department  from  1938  to  1962.  Miss 
Newton  was  the  only  member  of  the  English  Department  who  had  a  degree  in  English  when 
she  joined  the  university.  


James  Sumner  Lee  Biology  Building 
Constructed  1956  -    Renovated  1974 


This  building  was  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  James  Sumner  Lee  for  his  service  as 
a  long-time  teacher  and  chair  of  the  Biology  Department  from  1938  to  1963. 
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Benjamin  S.  Ruffin 
Residence  Hall 


This  residence  hall  was  named  in  honor  of  Mr.  Benjamin  S.  Ruffin,  a  one-time  aid  to  Gov- 
ernor Jim  Hunt  and  the  first  Black  American  Chairman  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
Board  of  Governors.  He  was  also  Vice  President  of  Corporate  Affairs  at  R.  J.  Reynolds 
Tobacco  Company.  Mr.  Ruffin  was  a  1964  graduate  of  NCCU.

The  gym  was  originally  named  in  honor  of  Richard  L.  McDougald,  who  was  an  alumnus, 
former  president  of  the  North  Carolina  Central  Alumni  Association,  civic  leader,  banker, 
financial  contributor  and  devoted  supporter  of  the  university.  The  building  was  renamed 
McDougald-McLendon  Gymnasium  to  honor  John  B.  McLendon  also  for  his  contributions 
as  a  teacher,  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Education  and  men's  basketball 
coach.  National  Basketball  Hall  of  Fame  inductee,  co-founder  of  the  C.I.A.A.  conference, 
and  for  his  development  of  the  four  corners  offense,  fast  break  and  zone  press.

This  building  was  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  Mary  M.  Townes  who  served  as  Chair  of 
the  Department  of  Biology  and  Dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  during  her 
more  than  40  year  tenure  at  NCCU.

Under  Dr.  Chambers'  administration, 
NCCU  established  its  first  endowed  chairs,  raised  SAT  requirements  ,  raised  spon- 
sored research  dollars  to  over  $10,000,000,  and  established  the  Biomedical  /Biotech- 
nology Research  Institute.

School  of  Business 


The  School  of  Education  building  was  named  in  honor  of  the  Honorable  Henry  M. 
Michaux,  State  House  of  Representatives.  Mr.  Michaux  is  a  champion  for  education. 
He  has  dedicated  over  30  years  of  service  to  the  state  of  North  Carolina.  Michaux  is  a 
founding  member  and  served  as  first  chairman  of  the  N.  C.  Black  Leadership  Caucus. 
He  is  a  staunch  supporter  of  NCCU  and  received  both  his  bachelor's  and  Juris 
Doctorate  degree  from  this  university. 
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NCCU  ART  Museum 

The  NCCU  Art  Museum  is  considered  one  of  the  front 
doors  of  NCCU's  campus.   In  this  light  it  recently  re- 
ceived a  face-lift.   Following  the  sidewalks  to  an  exhibi- 
tion there  are  banners  that  adorn  the  side  of  the  building. 
The  banners  announce  art  from  a  current  exhibition  and 
others  highlight  artwork  from  the  museum's  collection. 
The  NCCU  Art  Museum's  new  signage  displays  a  free- 
dom of  form  in  the  letter  characters  compared  against 
a  colorful  graphic  to  make  the  brand  identity.  Once  one 
reaches  the  front  entrance,  there  are  large  wrought  iron 
doors  inviting  you  in  to  tour  a  great  exhibition  and  collec- 
tion of  African  American  art. 

Officially  organized  in  1972,  the  museum  is  dedicated  to 
the  collection,  exhibition,  conservation,  and  study  of  Af- 
rican-American art.  The  collection  consists  of  more  than 
two  hundred  African-American  paintings,  sculptures, 
phnts  and  drawings,  as  well  as  significant  examples  of 
traditional  Afncan  art.  The  museum's  collection  of  Afri- 
can American  art  is  the  largest  and  most  comprehensive 
of  any  in  North  Carolina. 


Since  its  founding,  the  museum's  board  and 
directors  have  engaged  in  an  intense  effort  to 
acquire  works  of  distinguished,  aesthetic  quality 
Norman  Pendergraft  preceded  Kenneth  Rodg- 
ers,  the  current  museum  director.  Rodgers  has 
hosted  outstanding  exhibitions  in  the  museum.

The  original  charter  of  NCCU  set  the  institutional  purpose 
that  included  the  training  of  Negro  high  school  teach- 
ers and  principals.  By  1927,  sets  of  combination  courses 
were  in  place  designed  for  high  school  teachers  and  by 
1939,  graduate  programs  were  established.  In  1952,  the 
first  Ph.  D.  Program  was  offered  in 
Administration  and  Supervision,  Elementary  Education 
and  Guidance  but  discontinued  in  1964. 

In  1937,  Dr.  Ruth  Rush  was  appointed  the  first  chair  of 
the  department.  In  2001,  Dr.  Cecelia  Steppe-Jones  was 
appointed  Dean  and  remains  in  that  position.

The  Law  School  formally  opened  in  1940  with  five  students  in  the  first  class.  The 
law  school  was  established  in  1939  by  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly  to  pro- 
vide African-Americans  with  an  opportunity  for  a  legal  education,  however,  because 
of  insufficient  enrollment,  the  opening  was  postponed.  In  1944  the  school  admitted  its 
first  women.  In  1950,  the  school  received  its  first  accreditation  from  the  American  Bar 
Association.  In  1965,  Caucasian  students  were  enrolled  and  by  1972,  Native  Ameri- 
cans were  enrolled. 

In  1981,  the  Law  School  established  the  only  evening  law  school  program  between 
Atlanta,  GA  and  Washington,  DC.  Although  borne  of  racial  segregation,  the  Law 
School  has  a  rich  and  brilliant  history  of  triumph,  adversity,  transition,  growth  and 
development. 

The  "Best  Kept  Secret" 

According  to  the  2007  Inside  NCCU  newsletter,  the  Law  School  is  one  of  the  best 
kept  secret  around.  Vault,  Inc.  a  publishing  firm  researched  and  collected  data  on 
diverse  professions  and  found  the  school  had  not  been  properly  acknowledged.  Vault 
surveyed  512  recruiters  and  revealed  NCCU  School  of  Law  was  ranked  number  14 
among  "underrated  schools."  Hiring  managers  selected  NCCU  because  it  is  the  most 
diverse  law  school  in  the  country.  Its  graduates  find  employment  with  major  law  firms 
and  corporations,  also  a  substantial  number  of  graduates  are  judges.

Historical  Growth 

1939  -  1942  -  Maurice  T.  Van  Hecke  acted  as  dean  while  serving  simultaneously  as  dean  of  the  UNC-CH  - 
School  of  Law. 

1942  -  1965  -Albert  Turner.  Dean,  became  the  first  African-American  to  serve  in  that  capacity.  He  established  a 
sense  of  community  at  the  school  and  was  able  to  organize  the  first  Alumni  Association. 

1965  -  1969  -  Dean  Daniel  Sampson,  argued  convincingly  and  successfully  to  keep  the  law  school  open  when 
efforts  surfaced  to  close  it. 

1969  - 1976  -  LeMarquis  DeJarmon  literally  maintained  the  law  school  after  a  disgruntled  student  started  a  fire 
that  heavily  damaged  the  facility. 

1976  -  1981-  Harry  Groves  appealed  for  more  equitable  funding  for  the  school  and  was  the  guiding  force  behind 
the  creation  of  the  evening  program. 

1981  -  1985  -  Charles  Daye  enhanced  the  academic  program  challenging  faculty  and  students  to  einbrace  more 
rigorous,  competitive  standards  than  ever  before.  Graduates  taking  the  bar  exam  increased  to  829^.  He  imple- 
mented the  plans  for  the  evening  program. 

1985  -1986  -  Thomas  Ringer  successfully  preserved  the  integrity  of  the  law  school  program  and  responded  to 
yet  another  effort  to  close  the  school. 

1986  - 1990-  Louis  Westerfield  continued  the  strong  emphasis  on  providing  a  broad-based  legal  education 
where  diversity  is  treasured  and  freedom  of  expression  is  urged. 

1990  -  1994  -  Mary  Wright  became  the  first  female  dean  of  the  law  school  and  continued  the  opportunity  for 
African-American  and  students  from  diverse  and  underrepresented  backgrounds. 

1994  -  1998  -  Percy  Luney  focused  on  the  role  of  the  Law  School  in  the  community  by  strengthening  the  fac- 
ulty's commitment  to  teaching  and  public  service.  Under  his  leadership,  the  Law  School  opened  its  new  Model 
Law  Clinic  to  provide  students  an  opportunity  to  gain  practical  experience  in  helping  community  members  to 
resolve  real  life  problems.  The  first  endowed  chair  was  established  in  1995. 

1998  -  2005  -  Janice  Mills  guided  a  $9.2  million  dollar  renovation  of  the  Turner  Law  School  which  added 
88,000  square  feet  to  the  existing  structure. 

2005  -  Present  -  Raymond  Pierce  has  effectively  managed  the  law  school's  growth  which  includes  the  largest 
student  enrollment  in  the  school's  history,  an  expanded  faculty,  a  significantly  increased  state  budget  allocation 
and  the  completion  of  the  final  stages  of  a  building  renovation  and  new  construction  to  the  law  school  facility. 
He  directed  the  law  school's  successful  accreditation  confirmation  by  the  American  Bar  Association,  inclu- 
sion on  the  Princeton  Review  List  of  Top  Law  Schools,  and  number  one  ranking  from  National  Jurist  Pre-Law 
Magazine  for  Best  Value  Law  School  based  on  bar  passage  rate,  job  placement  and  affordability.

The  School  of  Library  and  Information  Science  was  authorized  by 
the  state  legislature  in  1939  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the  estab- 
lishment of  graduate  and  professional  programs  at  NCCU  and  to 
establish  the  program  in  library  education  with  the  mission  of  edu- 
cating African-American  librarians  for  the  state  of  NC.  The  school 
was  organized  as  a  professional  school  in  1941 .  The  name  of  the 
school  was  changed  to  the  School  of  Library  and  Information  Sci- 
ences in  1984,  In  1989,  the  School  began  offering  a  joint  degree 
program  in  law  librahanship  and  legal  information  systems.  The  first 
part-time  faculty  for  the  program  were  Parepa  Watson,  Librarian 
for  the  Shepard  Library  and  Marjorie  Shepard,  the  daughter  of  Dr. 
James  E.  Shepard,  founder  of  NCCU.

Dr.  Ben  Carson  came  to  NCCU  in  2010.  The  event  was  one  of  the  many  series  of 
culture  events  sponsored  by  NCCU  Lyceum  Committee.  Perhaps  the  most  moving 
point  of  his  message  came  when  Carson  described  a  defining  moment  in  his  career, 
performing  surgery  in  South  Africa  to  separate  twins  joined  at  the  back  of  the  head.  "A 
scalpel  in  one  hand,  a  prayer  on  my  lips  and  the  Hallelujah  chorus  singing,"  guided 
Carson  through  this  operation.  Carson  asked  students  to  consider  his  life  and  shake 
off  the  gripping  hand  of  fear  to  seize  the  day,  encouraging  them  to  use  their  talents  and 
to  elevate  other  people. 

Sprinkling  his  message  with  the  stories  of  several  African-American  inventors, 
Carson  admonished  the  audience,  "never  let  anyone  tell  you  that  math  and  science 
are  not  for  you.    African-American  men  need  to  recognize  the  strong  heritage  of  inven- 
tion they  possess,"  a  comment 
that  reached  out  to  an  audience 
that  included  43  participants  of  a 
minority  male  mentoring  program. 
When  someone  won't  accept 
your  excuses,  you  start  looking 
for  solutions,"  he  said.

ancial  support,  or  asserting  any  other  form  of  censorship  oversight  based  on 
institution's  power  of  the  purse." 

loyner  v.  Whiting  has  been  cited  repeatedly  in  cases  in  which  university 
ministrators  have  cut  student  newspaper  funding  to  impose  censorship.

As  NCCU  celebrates  its  Centennial  year,  faculty,  staff  and 
students  have  worked  to  bank  a  record-breaking  blood 
drive.  The  University  and  its  Department  of  Health  Edu- 
cation have  collaborated  with  the  American  Red  Cross 
for  nearly  20  years.  The  Eagle  Pride  Blood  Drive  (EPBD) 
has  collected  more  than  10,000  pints  of  blood  saving 
30,000  lives  and  becoming  a  national  model  for  campus 
drives.  Since  its  inception,  the  EPBD  has  grown  well  be- 
yond collecting  blood  to  also  include  bone  marrow  and 
organ  donor  registrations,  cord  blood  and  sickle  cell 
education,  and  sickle  cell  trait  screening. 

For  NCCU  students,  it  is  an  opportunity  to  acquire  com- 
munity service  hours  to  help  meet  the  graduation 
requirements  for  an  institution  founded  on  a  motto  of 
"Truth  and  Service."  The  EPBD  has  received  several 
awards  from  the  American  Red  Cross,  including  a 
national  award  for  its  successful  bone  marrow 
registration  program  in  2008.

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The  History  of  the  Honda  Campus 
All-Star  Challenge  (HCASC) 

In  1989,  American  Honda  Motor  Company  approached  the  College  Bowl  Company  to 
sponsor  a  competition  for  America's  historically  Black  colleges  and  universities.  As  a  re- 
sult, a  separate  academic  quiz  bowl  competition  track,  called  the  Honda  Campus  All-Star 
Challenge,  was  established  in  the  1989-90  season,  and  all  89  four-year  degree-granting 
HBCUs  in  the  domestic  United  Stated  were  eligible  to  participate. 
From  1990  to  1995,  the  program  involved  campus  competition,  regionally  based  aca- 
demic scrimmages,  and  the  national  championship  tournament.  The  national  finals  were 
broadcast  on  Black  Entertainment  Television  (BET)  during  that  time. 

HCASC  alumni  have  gone  on  to  pursue  careers  in  science,  medicine,  aeronautics,  indus- 
try, and  education,  but  many  continue  to  serve  HCASC  as  volunteer  leaders  and  team 
trainers. 

Today,  HCASC  remains  the  first  and  only  academic  competition  of  its  kind  to  promote 
academic  sharpness  at  HBCUs.

Myrtle  Tyler  Faithful,  Viola  Tyler  Goings,  Fannie  Pettie  Watts,  and  Pearl 
Anna  Neal,  five  illustrious  women  who  wished  to  form  an  organization  that 
encouraged  the  highest  standards  of  Scholarship,  Service,  Sisterly  Love  and 
Finer  Womanhood. 

Since  its  inception,  Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority,  Incorporated  has  chronicled  a 
number  of  "first"  among  the  historically  black  Greek  lettered  sororities.  Those 
"firsts"  include  being  the  first  and  only  sorority  constitutionally  bound  to  a  fra- 
ternity (Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Inc.),  the  first  to  form  adult  and  youth  auxil- 
iary groups,  and  the  first  to  organize  its  internal  affairs  within  a  central,  national 
office  administered  by  a  paid  staff. 

The  sorority's  national  service  programs  include  Stork's  Nest,  Z-  Hope  (Zeta 
Helping  People  Excel),  and  the  National  Educational  Foundation.

MARVIN  E.  DUNCAN,  Ph.D. ,  1 939-20 1 0 

Dr.  Marvin  E.  Duncan.  Professor  Emeritus,  retired  from  the  School  of 
Education.  He  obtained  a  BS  in  mathematics  from  NCCU  in  1962  and 
his  master's  degree  in  instructional  media  and  mathematics  in  1963.  He 
earned  the  Ph.D.  from  Michigan  State  University  in  1972.  Duncan 
authored  two  dozen  articles  in  professional  journals.  Duncan  was  the 
Assistant  Director  of  AV-TV  Center  and  the  Director  of  Learning  Resourc- 
es Center  at  NCCU. 

CLIFTON  EARL  JOHNSON,  1 94 1 -2009 

Clifton  Johnson  received  his  BA  in  history  in  1965  and  the  Doctor  of 
Jurisprudence  (J.D.)  for  law  in  1967  from  North  Carolina  Central  Univer- 
sity.

He  was  the  first  blind  African-American  to  receive  a 
Ph.D.  in  business  administration  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill. 

JEFFERY  M.  ELLIOT  1947-2009 

Dr.  Elliot  taught  political  science  at  NCCU  for  nearly  30  years  and  was 
chairman  of  the  department  since  2005.  He  received  his  Bachelor  of  Arts 
in  political  science  with  honors  and  his  M.A.  in  political  science  from  the 
University  of  Southern  California.  Los  Angeles.  He  received  the  Doctor 
of  Arts  in  government  from  Claremont  University  and  authored  more  than 
150  books  and  magazine  articles.
